Of all the problems raced by American 


families in 1949, fcsv have caused more 
anxiety than the grim threat of 'infantile 
paralysis.

HICCUP 


Most oC us have suffered with, or spen, hiccup 


nnd know several methods of stopping the attack, 
most of which can be applied by the individual 
himself. 
. These home remedies which help some cases 
nnd fall in others are: tickling the back ot the 
tlu'oat; swallowing ice, vinegar, salt, lemon juice, 
strong liquor; holding the breath a minute or two; 
pulling oul the tongue and holding it out for several 
minutes; holding head backward to close the outer 
canal of car; drinking slowly while holding the 
nose; closing lists lightly; deep breathing of n!r 
into lungs; pressing in tho eyeballs; palvertt lying 
down, kneos are pressed into abdomen; baking sodu 
Vi teaspoon in glass of water; injecting soap suds 
into rectum; any drink that fizzes; lifting a weight, 
lying face downwards; a sudden fright or blow, 


A simple method of stopping hiccup when other 


methods full is pressing- tho upper corner-ot eye 
Docket tit bridge of the nose upwards. 


Tho latest method of treirting hiccup is re- 
ported 
in tho "American Journal of Medical 
Sciences," Philadelphia, by Drs. S. Bellet and C. S, 
Nadler. The remedy is quinidine (not quinine) which 
has long been used to steady the heart that is beat- 
ing too rapidly. These physicians report on the use 
ot quinitttne in nine cases of hiccup. Quinidine stop- 
ped tha attack in- six cases, was partially success- 
ful in two and Jailed in one caso. The usual methods 
or treatment (as above) had been tried in most of 
thpso coses without success. 


''It is suggested that the first dose of 10 grains, 


preferably given by Injection Into the muscles, be 
repealed every hour for three to four closes. If 
the attack (paroxysm) stops, a dose of 5 grains is- 
given by mouth every 2 or 3 hours. If the attack 
occurs again, then the dose of 10 grains should bo 
injected into tho, muscles its with the first or orlg» 
innl attack, 
. fc 


Drs. Bellet and Nadler state that quinidine may 
stop the attack by acting directly on the. largo 
muscle, the <3Jsphr,aEm, which forms tha floor of 
the chest and also on the muscles used In breathing, 
or by blocking nerve impulses to thesa muscles,

It's too bad .that Secretary ot 


Defense Johnson, who had such it 
good Idea "In seeking to limit the 
use of military planes l>y conjjrcs- 
sionat junkets, didn't meet Sena- 
tor Thomas's challenge by making 
public Hie actual records concern- 
ing all civilian travel in military 
airplanes, Instead, Mr. Johnson 
made peace with the Oktahomu 
senator by issuing a new direc- 
tive on the asc of militray aircraft 
by government officials that puis 
them on their honor not, to abuse 
their privilege ol' using planes "for 
trips that are in tho national in- 
terest and necessary to the con- 
duel of government business," This 
idea of an Inquiry was promptly 
abandoned by Mr. Thomas. 


The public, of course, Is entitled 


to Icnow nil tho fact*. Certainly 
the 135,000 civilians who are los- 
ing their Jobs ii> Die military es- 
tablishment aren't going to be 
consoled when they learn that 
public money is being wasted on 
the upkeep of military piunes and 
their crews to provide free trans- 
portation for those on whom the 
military services want to be- 
stow their favors. 
i 


It is not generally known Ihnt 
these planes from time fo time' 
carry not only civilians designated; 
by the military bui ofton their i 
tamllies as well. It is not known i 
nho that various hlfih 
ofllclnls! 
use military plimcs for personal 
errands nnd sometime* lake mem- 
bers of their families with them, 
especially on trips abroad. 


Many of these things need ex» 


plantation. Thus the public might 
easily have misunderstood why, 
when the joint chiefs of staff re- 
cently went to Europe for very 
important conferences on defense, 
their wives went along on the 
plane and toured Europe with 
them. On its face, this looks like 
an abuse of privilege, but every- 
one knows Uial iho Europeans are 
Strong on the social side. Doubt- 
less there were dinners and teas 


at which the wives of the gen- 
erals of the military services ot 
our allies were present, so alt ot 
it presumably was n necessary 
courtesy in the irttereit of na- 
tional defense. 


Then there's the laJe about th« 
high oIHelol who, wlih fair regu- 
larity, has « week-end golf ew- 
gtiRement In anothsr city and uses 
a large military plum; for th«? 
trip*. But thix, if it be mic, is 
understandable. After all, these 
officials do not work a 40-hour 
wet*. They stay late at their 
offices on many nights and wh«n 
the week-end comes, who Is there 
to say that It isn't in "the national 
interest" that the official should 
have his share of recreation on 
his golf course? 
There's n s)H>cl<U service for 
"V.I.P.'s—very important pcopj«. 
Some of this is doubtless neces- 
sary "for the conduct of govern- 
ment business." But too many 
planes are set aside for th« spe- 
cial use of government oilkioJs 
end military oltlccrs tbcmsfclves. 
Commercial nii-Uws couW just as 
well be used—nnd nt much ]«g& 
cost. Tlw temptation to u*e a 
privately assigned piano t,od*y is 
too greet, and the trip Is often 
bard to justify on the grounds of 
"the national Interest" or "gov- 
ernment business," 
Political sppeehmakins by high 


officials is made easier because 
more territory can, be covered lay 
jplimcs—ami at no expense so the 
Democratic party. 
There nro mnny reasons why 
travel on military planes shouM 
be thoroughly nudied, as no <Joubt 
Secretary Johnson fully Intends 
to do.

"Daughter! of Genius" by James 
Par ton d»ted,18S6 .was brought 
to my attention . In defense 'of 
many good;stepmothers, Around 
1820 we flnd Tliomaa Lincoln, 
with his daughter Nancy, 11, and 
Abe, future president, age 9, -and 
wife, Nancy Hanks, living In 
southern Indiana, In « small, un- 
hewn,.1 half -finished and most for- 
lorn log cabin. Thomas Lincoln 
wa*. a lazy cavpentor as he would 
not even put n floc-r, door or win- 
dows la his own , cabin, He hud 
only three or four three-legged 
stools. 'The table was a broad 
board supported by four legs. The 
bedstead was bt poles stuck In 
the cracks of the logs, in one 
corner of the cabin, the other 
ends being supported by forked 
sticks sunk in the earthen floor. 
On these poles tome boards was 
laid, upon which- was thrown 
leaves. • and covered with tkins 
and . old clothes. There was a 
loft but no stairs.or ladder,, no 
little Abe climbed to.his aight 
perch; by -pegs driven into the, 
legs. He waa a harsh father to 
his, Hl-clnd^ ill-fed, .untaught little' 
Wmiiy, although an expert hunts- 
man when he felt like hunting. 
He was a gi-eat stoi'y-telier 
though. During one of the epK, 
demies, Nancy Lincoln, the moth-- 
er,,died, 'Some, 13. months later, 
the widower went' back to hi* na- 
tive Kentucky.
